the rally was “peaceful” 
and that the demonstrators 
marched on the sidewalk 
hanting, “Stop the trials,” 
and handed out leaflets.

No 
names were contained in 
the report obtained by The 
Star. An FBI spokesman 
denied yesterday that infor-
